T he first legislative activity of Mrs. W in­ 
ifred Mason H uck, m em ber of the house of 
representatives from Illinois, is not promis­ 
ing.

“ W om en are opposed to w a r and never 
intend to rest until universal peace is estab­ 
lished,” she says in arguing for h e r pro­ 
posal. 
“ History show’s th a t concentration 
of pow er in the h an d s of one m an has caus­ 
ed most of the w ars.” 
Mrs. H u e / would bring about universal 
peace in much the sam e m an n er as other 
idealistic pacifists. 
She would abolish w a r
